THE National Soccer League will conduct an urgent survey of the grounds used 
by its 24 member clubs. 


Such a survey is long 
overdue: standards 
have slipped seriously 
in the past couple of 
years. 

Probably half of the 
grounds are far from 
suitable for a national 
compeition. 

Cover for spectators 
is a rare luxury, which 
means empty grounds 
on rainy days. 

The playing surfaces 
are, at many grounds, 
dreadful. 

Media facilities are 
archaic ... indeed at 
least one ground does 
not even have a tele- 
phone. Presumably 
progress scores are 
despatched by carrier 
pigeon. 

Before the NSL was 
enlarged to accommo- 
date its present 24 
teams, the grounds of 
new clubs. were in- 
spected by officials of 
the competition. 

That inspection was 
probably not as 
thorough as it might 
have been, such was 
the anxiety of the 
League’s rulers to enrol 
its eight new member 
clubs. 

Things have changed 
drastically in the past 
seven years. 

When the National 
League took off in a 
blaze of glory back in 
1977, every club had to 
adhere to _ strict 
guidelines on grounds. 

The 33,000-capacity 
Sydney Sports Ground 
was used every 
weekend even though 
some clubs which play- 
ed. on it had quite 


reasonable home 
grounds. In Brisbane, 
both Lions and City 


had to play at QSF 
headquarters, Perry 
Park. 


Today, the NSL shuns 
Sydney Sports Ground 
and Perry Park. There 
are no games at the well

Matches are now 
played at places like 
Towradgi Park and 
Chaplin Reserve, hard- 
ly suitable venues for 
the biggest Soccer com- 
petition in Australia.

It would be a simple maiter to build 
Oceania into a Confederation of some 
stature in world Soccer. 

It has been clear for years that the 
Asian Confederation is far too large. 
Let FIFA siphon off half a dozen 
countries, or more, and transfer them 
to a new, vibrant, meaningful Oceania

DAKOS DELIVERS 
THE GOODS

TONY DAKOS, who rose to prominence during the World Youth Championship in 
Mexico last year, is on the comeback trail. 


The 20-year-old Syd- 
ney Olympic defender 
has had a disappoint- 
ing year, spending most 
of the season on the 
sidelines. 

Dakos is confident he 
has finally shaken off 
the injury “bug.” 

“Tt felt really good 
making a comeback in 
the recent game against 
Canberra,” he said. 

“In the third round I 
damaged the ligaments 
in my right ankle and 
missed the following 
four games.” 

On his return to the 


top grade, disappoint- 


ment struck the 
youngster. He suffered 
another injury — this 


time to his left foot. 

“I came back but af- 
ter a couple of games 
strained the ligaments 
in my left foot. The arch 
of the foot wasn’t re- 
ceiving enough sup- 
port,” he said. 

After missing the re- 
cent World Soccer 
Series through injury 
after winning selection 
in the Australian “B” 
side, Dakos has it all in 
front of him. 


If he can regain the 
form that made him one 
of Australia’s top three 
sweepers, it wouldn’t 
surprise to see him 
travel with the national 
team on the their world 
tour at the end of the 
season. 

Surprisingly, Dakos 
spent most of his junior 
career playing for ri- 
vals APIA-Leichhardt 
before moving to Olym- 
pic_in 1980. 

From the successful 
APIA U16 Youth side of 
1979, two young players 
have also reached NSL 


status — John-Paul de 
Marigny (Sydney City) 
and Dakos’ team-mate 
Nick Theodora- 
kopoulos. 

After a successful 
two-year period with 
the youth team, Dakos 
was promoted to the 
top grade in the last 
game of the 1982 sea- 
son. He hasn’t looked 
back since. 

Last year he travelled 
with the Australian 
youth team to Mexico to 
contest the World 
Championship and re- 
turned with his reputa- 
tion sky high. 

It was the style of 
Soccer played in Mex- 
ico that impressed 
Dakos. 

“It’s much different 
to the Australian style,” 
he said. 

“It was slower and 
more technical and I 
think that type of game 
suits me better.” 

Understandably, 
playing before a paroc- 
hial Mexican crowd of 
110,000 in the first game 
of the series was an un- 
believable intiation in 
the youth team. 

“T think Til probably 
never experience a 
crowd like that again. 
Everywhere you looked 
there were mountains 
upon mountains of 
people. 

“The atmosphere 
made you want to play 
well,” Dakos added. 

A part-time deliverer 
for his cousin’s oyster 
shop at Pyrmont Fish 
Markets, he has had to 
pay a price for Soccer 
success.

AFTER two successive away losses, St George will be out to

ST GEORGE president Alex Pongrass 
has set a record in senior Soccer and 
possibly for all sport in Australia. 


Last week, the St 
George club held a din- 
ner in honour of their 
president, who has held 
that position for 25 con- 
secutive years. 

Pongrass came to 
Australia from his na- 
tive Hungary in 1950, 
and set about establish- 
ing a small engineering 
firm with his brother. 

Over the years it 
grew rapidly into an 
empire embracing en- 
gineering, marine man- 
ufacturing and furni- 
ture. 

Pongrass was soon to 
engineer another em- 
pire — the St George 
Soccer empire. 


He was voted presi- 
dent of the small Hun- 
garian club, Budapest 
SC, on July 3, 1959. 

The club secretary 
was current chairman 
of the St George Soccer 
committee, Les Bor- 
dacs; and the treasurer 
in 1959 was Zolley 
Gyenes, who still holds 
a position with the 
Saints as Finance Di- 
rector. 


Maybe there is a les- 
son there regarding sta- 
bility in management, 
which in turn breeds 
success. 


Pongrass has been 
described as ‘‘a hope- 
less dreamer,” “a hard- 
headed realist,’ “ta dar- 
ing revolutionary’ and 
“a super conservative 
businessman.” 

One thing is certain. 
If it wasn’t for this man 
Pongrass, with an in- 
satiable drive for suc- 
cess and an incredible 
ability to conquer 
targets against all odds, 
St George may never 
have achieved what it 
has over the last 25 
years. 

With inexhaustible 
reserves of energy, 
Alex Pongrass, once 
elected president, set 
about driving his little 
club to the very top of 
the ladder in Austra- 
lian Soccer history. 

In 1959, the club won

Promotion to the Syd- 
ney First Division and 
went on to become Aus- 
tralia’s most powerful 
Soccer club, supplying 
countless players to the 
national team over the 
years. 

In 1966, the Hunga- 
tians moved into the St 
George district, and un- 
der the Pongrass re- 
gime, the Saints built 
their social club at 
Mortdale. 

The St George Soccer 
Association came un- 
der the banner of the St 
George Budapest club, 
with 375 registered 
junior teams represent- 
ing 5,146 young players. 

The St George social 
club has a registered 
membership of over 
3,200 and sponsors the 
Saints’ NSL team. 

In 1976, Pongrass, to- 
gether with some other 


powerful adminis- 
trators, set his sights on 
forming a National Soc- 
cer League. 

In 1977, their dreams 
came true. 

Next Pongrass be- 
lieved his club needed 
its very own stadium. 

In 1978, the club offi- 
cially opened the St 
George Soccer Stadium 
in Bestic St, Rockdale. 

The large modern 
grandstand, with seat- 
ing capacity for 3,100 
people, was named the 
Alex Pongrass Stand in 
honour of the Saints’ 
long-serving president. 

Now 60, Alex is 
gradually toning down 
his energetic activities. 

After 25 successful 
years, he has set the 
stage for even more 
successes in the future 
for St George Budapest 
Soccer Club.

LEICHHARDT’s performance against the hapless Canberra Arrows at Henson 
Park was akin to an ace duck shooter popping-off his quarry with a single 


barrelled shotgun. 


Firing with only one 
barrel, Leichhardt bag- 
ged two goals: had they 
used a double-barrel 
approach the score 
would have been dou- 
bled or tripled. 

Make no mistake, this 
Leichhardt team is a 
good one — stacked 
with fine talent, well 
drilled and giving no- 
thing less than 100 
percent.

women Soccer players, 
was prompted in her re- 
marks when I asked 
her to comment on the 
excellent articles on the 
Australian players by 
John Economos in 
ASW. 

It was certainly edu- 
cational to read the 
comment of the players 
towards the folk ad- 
ministering the sport, 
Mrs Watson remarked. 

“IT only wish that 
more of them would 
come forward and let 
us know their views on 
the matter,” she said. 

Mrs Watson con- 
tinued by saying that 
the series made very 
enjoyable and informa- 
tive reading and did a 
lot towards publicising 
the many positive as- 
pects of women’s 
Soccer. 


Difficulty 
Unfortunately, how- 


ever, two areas in our 
activities came out as 


“‘losers’’ —  pub- 
licity/sponsorship and 
administration, Elaine 
observed. 


She said that the diffi- 
culty with every sport 
is that everyone is after 
the publicity/sponsor- 
ship dollar. 

The business world is 
what women’s Soccer 
must approach when 
we present a profit/ 
benefit return to them. 
If we do not have the 
attractive article for 
them, we cannot sell 
our product. 

““Many competitors 
lose sight of-the fact 
that their sport, al- 
though ‘major’ to them, 
is classed as ‘minor’ or 
‘low profile’ to the gen- 
eral public,” the presi- 
dent remarked. 

Asked how she felt 
about the comments 
that suggested better 
administration, Mrs 
Watson. responded: 
ing been an ad- 
ator for the past 


10 years, I take to heart 
quite seriously the re- 
marks obtained from 
the Australian players, 
but in doing so I am 
enlightened as to how 
little the average wo- 
men’s Soccer player 
knows of the adminis- 
trator’s role in the 
sport.” 

I suggested to her 
that this position was 
not just confined to 
Soccer but to amateur 
sport generally. 

Elaine conceded that 
this could be so but said 
that even if some of it 
was coloured by per- 
sonal encounters with 
individual adminis- 
trators at other levels, it 
nevertheless served to 
“tar us all with the 
same brush.” 


Criticise 

“If it was possible to 
have a ‘grouch column’ 
for administrators of 
other sports, not just 
Soccer, I am sure that 
two topics would be 
continually raised. 

“Firstly, the players 
and spectators who 
continually criticise 
and blame officials and 
umpires/referees, yet 
are reluctant to obtain 
the necessary qualifica- 
tions to make their 
criticisms sound. 

“Also players who 
blame their adminis- 
trators without having 
the slightest concept of 
the workload involved 
and the hours of volun- 
tary toil put in by these 
people. 

“Despite their best ef- 
forts, they are continu- 
ally being subjected to 
ingratitude and criti- 
cism from the very 
people they are trying 
to assist. 

“When you have vol- 
unteer officials, you 
have to take the good 
with the bad and al- 
though interested and 
willing, they may not al- 


ways be capable and 
volunteers are becom- 
ing fewer and fewer,” 
Mrs Watson said. 

“It has been said that 
there should be more 
professionalism in the 
administration and this 
is fine, and I agree en- 
tirely. However, you 
make a suit according 
to the amount of cloth 
you have. 

“There are some 
sporting organisations 
with thousands more 
members than 
the AWSA who employ 
professional adminis- 
trators. They charge 
their players higher 
fees to be able to do this 
and, by doing so, expect 
competence from those 
hired to do the job. 

“There is another old 
saying, ‘for peanuts, 
you get monkeys’ and 
that must apply in the 
case of smaller organ- 
isations. Until the play- 
ers are prepared to pay, 
then they should accept 
the contributions we 
‘monkeys’ make to the 
code.” 

Every administrator 
will have heard the 
hackneyed _ phrase, 
“Why don’t THEY?” 


Convinced 


Why don’t they let the 
games be played on the 
wet pitch? Why don’t 
they put the match on 
earlier? Why don’t they 
get their act together? 

And it comes more 
than likely from play- 
ers or coaches who are 
quite convinced that 
tie administrators are 
runcing the game to 
suit their own conveni- 
ence and have no inter- 
est in the players. 

I have seen “‘glory- 
hunting  officials’’ 
scouring the rubbish 
bins around the 
grounds after the play- 
ers have left for the odd 
aluminium can to help 
the club buy equipment 
for the players.

BRINE REPLACES 
SACKED KLAUS

PETER BRINE has been appointed as senior coach of Tasma- 
nian State League club, Olympia-WPL, for the remainder of 


the season. 

The appointment fol 
lows the club’s dismiss- 
al last week of its full- 
time coach, Otto Klaus. 

Brine comes to the 
club with impeccable 
credentials, He played 
more than 100 first 
team games with Eng- 
lish League side 
Middlesbrough, and he 
also played profession- 
ally in the North Ameri- 
can Soccer League. 

He arrived in Tas- 
mania, together with 
Eric Young, in 1980 and 
joined Juventus- 
Pioneer. The following 
season, the two were 
appointed joint 
coaches of the club. 


Brine coached Juven- 
tus to last season’s 
State League title and 
to the State premier- 
ship. 

In a surprise move at 
the beginning of the 
current season, Juven- 
tus appointed Ken Mor- 
ton as senior coach in 
place of Brine. 


Brine has not 
coached this season but 
has played for 
Juventus. 

Klaus rejected the 
charges of “‘unsatisfac- 
tory service’ levelled 
by the Olympia commit- 
tee and said that it was 
“player-power™ that 
had led to his dismissal. 

eihe committee 
asked me to resign”, he 


said, “but I preferred to 
be sacked because, in 
my opinion, I didn’t do 
anything wrong. I was 


sacked by player- 
power.” 
Olympic were in 


fourth place in the eight 
-team league at the 
time of Klaus’ dis- 
missal. 


It is understood that 
the majority of the first 
team players wanted 
Klaus out. The players 
held a meeting on the 
Tuesday night of the 
week that Klaus was 
dismissed and decided 
to approach the com- 
mittee and recommend 
that the coach be re- 
placed. 

At training the previ- 
ous night, Klaus appa- 
rently upset some of the 
players when he haran- 
gued them over their 
loss to Rapid. Klaus ad- 
mitted that he had spo- 
ken rather strongly. 

“I showed them their 
faults on the black- 
board”, said Klaus, “in 
a strong manner, but, in 
my normal way. The 
next evening the play- 
ers held a meeting and 
sent three representa- 
tives, with a petition, to 
see the committee.” 

Only one player, Nick 
Cook, turned up for 
training on the Wednes- 
y night. “It’s the first 
nc that this has hap- 


pened to me in 20 years 
of coaching,’’ said 
Klaus. 

“It is easier to sack 
one cceach than the 
whole team, I guess,” 
added Klaus. 

“I was too faithful to 
the players. The ones in 
second grade were not 
good enough, however, 
so I couldn’t drop play- 
ers as the committee 
suggested. They felt I 
was too soft and the 


players probably 
thought I was too 
hard.” 


An Olympia spokes- 
man denied that “play- 
er-power” had resulted 
in Klaus’ dismissal. “We 
sacked Otto on the 
Monday night, before 
the players even me’ 
he said. 

Klaus coached in 
New South Wales be- 
fore joining Tasmanian 
Northern State League 
club Ulverstone in 1982. 


He intends staying in 
Tasmania for the time 
being. 

“Til carry on with the 
Rale Rasic junior 
clinics in August and 
September. I don’t in- 
tend to leave Hobart 
immediately and I'll 
even look at the pos- 
sibilities here for next 
season. If I get the right 
offer Pl stay, but I will 
be going to Germany in 
the summer 


Obviously they were 
not happy with the 
eight-goal whitewash, 
but there were exten- 
uating circumstances.
